Drought Cuts Storage To Half 


Normal; One Area Utterly Dry 


The threat of water rationing 
was raised today as Marin en­ 
tered it* 73rd day of drought 
and one area within the Marin 
Municipal Water District was 
utterly without water. 
Taps ran dry in the water 
district’s Lapuchet s y s t e m 
around Mountain Home above 
Mill Valley. The system, is fed 
by springs. 
The spring have 
simply gone dry, said William 
R. Seeger, general manager of 
the water district Emergency 
pumps were to be installed to 
transfer water from. Mill Valley 
lines into the Lapuchet pipes. 
Total storage 
in the Marin 
Municipal Water District’s sys­ 
tem of reservoirs is two and 
one-half billion gallons. See­ 
ger said. That is half of normal. 
Two and one-half billion gal­ 
lons represents a normal, five- 
month supply, 
said Seeger, 
“but it could be st ret died to a 
year—with rationing.” 
Trouble is, declared the wa­ 
ter district manager, that far 
from conserving water, Marin- 


ites are now using it “at the 
midsummer rate”—15 to 20 
...million, .gallons per day. 
“Consumers must cooperate 
by cutting down on car wash­ 
ing, washing down walks, run­ 
ning sprinklers day and night 
and so forth,” declared Seeger. 
“If they don’t, we may be 
forced to impose rationing.”1 
Rainfall since July 1 in San 
Rafael totals 4.50 inches. This 
is only 1.61 inches below the 
seasonal average of 6.11, and is 
well above the total to Dee. 1 
in many years. 
But nearly all the 4.50 inches 
fell in one storm in September. 
And storage was already below 
normal because 
the 
1958-59 
rainfall season produced only 
22.65 inches against an aver­ 
age of 36.46. 
The picture was much 
the 
same in other areas of the 
county. 
Storage in the municipal 
water district’s reservoirs is so

Reed School uses the same 
outfall system, and last week 
as the cut-off deadline neared, 
Supt. Paul R. Stouffer of the 
Reed Union School District said 
he feared the school might have 
to be closed. 
Today he said he didn’t think 
the school would be closed, and 
that “every effort will be made 
to keep the school open.” 
Klahn said a housing authori­ 
ty crew this morning cleaned 
out the propject’s old septic 
tank in preparation for putting 
it 'back into use, although no 
approval has been given by the 
Marin County health depart­ 
ment.

The four-and-one-half hour 
session was an adjourned meet­ 
ing of the Ross Valley board, 
held at its office in San Ansel­ 
mo. 
Regular meetings will be 
held tonight by Corte Madera 
directors and tomorrow' night 
by Ross Valley directors. 
Under a 10-year-old agree­ 
ment, sewage from the Corte 
Madera district is delivered to 
the Ross Valley district for pro­ 
cessing at its Greenbrae treat­ 
ment plant. 


MAXIMUM EXCEEDED 
The pact calls for deliverery j 
of a daily maximum of 175.0001 
gallons of sewage, an amount ! 
which the Corte Madera dis-l 
trict now is exceeding by two 
and one-half times in dry wea-» 
ther and much more in wet 
weather.

Corte Madera directors have 
balked at paying an increased 
rate charged by the other dis­ 
trict for treatm ent of sewage 
in excess of the contractual 
amount. They have claimed it 
was arbitrarily imposed. 
Ross Valley's September and 
October bills charged the Corte 
Madera district the contractur- 
al rate of $26.10 per million 
for treatm ent of six million 
gallons and $200 per million 
for the rest. Corte Madera de­ 
livered approximately 12 mil­ 
lion gallons in September and 
13 million in October.

viet Union joined the United 
States and 10 other nations to­ 
day in banning war bases, nu­ 
clear explosions and missile 
sites forever from the Antarc­ 
tic. 
They took this step in sign­ 
ing a historic treaty pledging 
to devote the frozen region 
to tiie peaceful uses. 
They agreed to a revolution-' 


ary inspection system, giving 
each of the 12 countries the 
right to check each other's in­ 
stallations,

and planes anywhere at any 
time in the area. 
The nations involved are the 
United States, the Soviet Union, 
Britain, France, Japan, Chile, 
argentina.

Meeting with the commis­ 
sion was its advisory council.

Fogel mildly dissented, saying 
the girls “frequently arrive 
with inappropriate dress” and 
urging “quick action” to obtain 
simple but sturdy garments in 
varying colors to be less Insti­ 
tutional. 
The board decided to hold 
the lengthy letter under ad­ 
visement temporarily and to 
visit juvenile hall at 10 a.m. 
Dec. 9 for first-hand informa­ 
tion.Supplemental appropriations 
totaling $8,900 are involved, 
along with certain possible 
budget transfers to cope with 
needs such as clothing, towels 
and bedding.

It is about half 
what the district likes to have 
as constant supply in case of 
an exceedingly dry year.

Larry V. Yoell is a Corte Ma­ 
dera school crossing guard with 
a song in his heart. 
He can’t read music, but his 
talent for adapting the lyrics to 
popular tunes has won him ac­ 
claim in Tin Pan Alley and 
brought him an income which, 
at one time, made him a near- 
millionaire.

“It was the first song I ever 
marketed,” he recalls. “A girl 
in Vancouver made it an over­ 
night sensation. My first roy­ 
alty check was for $25.840. It 
was a terrific break.” 
The tune was written by the 
late Billy Hill, who frequently 
collaborated 
with 
Yoell. 
A 
number of Hill’s songs, includ­ 
ing “Wagon Wheels” and “I'm 
Heading for the Last Round­ 
up,” have 
remained 
popular 
through the years. 


In his Corte Ma de ra a pa rt­ 
me nt a t 2 8 -A Edison a ve nue , 
Yoe ll ha s a sa tche l bulging 
with re cords of his 
songs.

Yoell said the lyrics came to 
him almost as an inspiration:

“And, who knowrs, someday 
maybe 
“My dreams will all come 
true, 
“A cradle and a baby,

Of his special ability, Yroell 
says modestly, “I’ve always sin­ 
cerely believed that if I can do 
it, anybody can.”

Yoell heeded the advice of 
friends and invested much of 
his income in stocks.

month.” he recalls. 
During the depression years 
he held a succession of jobs in 
his native San Francisco, in­ 
cluding merchandise buyer for 
the now' defunct Pacific Stores 
and manager of music publish­ 
ers’ offices. 
Later, in Marin County, he 
worked in the grocery and real 
estate businesses before becom- 
ing a liquor salesman in San 
Rafael.

Larry V. Yoell is a Corte Ma­ 
dera school crossing guard with 
a song in his heart. 
He can't read m usk, but his 
talent for adapting the lyrics to 
popular tunes has won him ac­ 
claim in Tin Pan Alley and 
brought him an income which, 
at one time, made him a near­ 
millionaire. 


The children he escorts 
across the intersection of 
Redwood and Corte Madera 
avenues weren't horn, when 
Yoell, now 61, penned such 
hits as “Please Believe Me,” 
“When Mother Nature Sings 
Her Lullaby” and “The West, 
a Nest and You.”

Yoell said Bing Crosby has 
expressed interest in record­ 
ing “The West, a Nest and 
You,” a top hit in the speak­ 
easy days of 1922. If Bing 
comes through, Yoell could 
find himself in the chips 
again. 


“It was the first song I ever 
marketed,” he recalls. “A girl 
in. Vancouver made it an, over­ 
night sensation. Mv first roy­ 
alty check was for $25.840. It 
was a terrific break.” 
The tune was written by the 
late Billy Hill, who frequently 
collaborated 
with 
\ roell. 
A 
number of Hill’s songs, includ­ 
ing “Wagon Wheels” and, “I'm 
Heading for the Last Round­ 
up,” have remained popular 
through the years. ■ 


In his Corte Madera apart­ 
ment at 28-A Edison avenue, 
Yoell has a satchel bulging 
with records « f his songs. 
One is an old Victor pressing 
of “The West, a Nest and 
You.** It was sung by 'Lewis 
James;,, described on. the la­ 
bel as “tenor with orchestra.” 


Yoell said the lyrics came to 
him almost as an inspiration: 
“The West, a nest and you, 
dear; 
“Oh, what a dream ’twould 
be: 
“A, cozy little cottage beside 
the western sea. 
“And, who knows, someday 
maybe 
“My dreams will all come 
true, 
“A cradle and a baby, 
“The West, a nest and you.” 
Of his special ability, Yoell 
says modestly, “I’ve always sin­ 
cerely believed that if I can do 
it, anybody can.” 


While he has adapted lyr­ 
ics to more than 100 songs, 
YToel! has written the words 
and music for only two, “I 
Love You” and “It’s Spring 
in the Rockies Again,” com­ 
posed in 1.929. Because he 
couldn’t read music, he sang 
the tunes to an arranger who 
‘ put the notes down on paper. 


Y’oell heeded the advice of 
friends and invested much of 
his income in stocks. By 1929, 
he estimates, he had amassed 
a fortune of about $900,000. 
Then came the crash. Within 
two weeks, his net worth had 
shrunk to $2,000. 
“And that lasted me one 
month.” he recalls. 
During the depression years 
he held a succession of jobs in 
his native San Francisco, in­ 
cluding merchandise buyer for 
the now defunct Pacific Stores 
and manager of music publish­ 
ers’ offices. 
Later, in Marin County, he 
worked in the grocery and real 
estate businesses before becom­ 
ing a liquor salesman in San 
Rafael. 


Yoell and his wife, Treas­ 
ure, a graduate of Dominican 
Convent, were married in 
New York in 1936. That year, 
he 
and AI Jacobs wrote 
“Please Believe Me.” It re­ 
mained on the Hit Parade 
many weeks. 


The year before, also with 
Jacobs, Yoell wrote “I’m Just 
an Ordinary Hum an” which 
Ozzie Nelson and Guy Lombar­ 
do recorded. 
Yoell was having a tough 
time making ends meet in 1938 
when a telegram came to his 
Corte Madera home one day 
from Glenn Brown, a former 
collaborator then working as a 
$15-a-week truck driver in Long 
Beach. 
“His wire said he had ‘con­ 
nections’ and urged me to come 
down,” Yoell recalls. 
“I told 
my wife the guy could really 
write songs. So 1 went, and we 
wrote ‘When Mother Nature 
Sings Her Lullaby’ and ‘Scandal 
in the Dell/ 


“We had 50 rente between 
us the day we started making 
the rounds with those songs. 
We finally ended up at the 
Deeca studio, where Joe Per­ 
ry, formerly of Mill Valley, 
was recording director. Bing 
Crosby was making a record. 
Joe said he couldn’t guaran­ 
tee anything, but he’d make 
sure Bing heard the songs. 


“It was after 11 p.m. when 
Bing finished recording. I sang 
‘Mother Nature’ to him 
and 
Brown accompanied me. When 


we were through, Bing said, 
That’s a real song!’ 
“I told him I was going to be 
a father soon, for the first time. 
He turned to Perry and said, 
‘Give each, of these guys 200 
bucks;. They need an advance.’ 
Bing recorded the song soon af­ 
ter, and it was on the Hit Par­ 
ade for 17 weeks. He’s really a 
terrific guy!” 


Yoell said the demise of 
the big bands of the 1930s 
and 1940s brought his song- 
writing career to a virtual 
standstill. 


He hasn’t worked in several 
years, but he still gets royalty 
checks from music publishers. 
And. from the American Soci­ 
ety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers, he receives quar­ 
terly checks for performance 
rights and for his past contri­ 
butions to the ASCAP fund. 


“No member of ASCAP 
has ever been dispossessed 
or had his lights or gas 


turned off,” Y’oell declar­ 
ed. “The society will do 
things to help you that even 
your brother wouldn’t do. It 
has paid hospital bills for me. 
and my family.” 


Yoell, who first cant#' to 
Corte Madera in 1914, took the 
crossing guard job in Septem­ 
ber to supplement his modest 
income. He patrols the inter­ 
section every weekday for four 
and one-half hours. 
The Yoells have four chil­ 
dren,: 
Larry Jr., 21, of 
San 
Francisco; Richard,. 20, of San. 
Rafael; Melodic, 17, a senior at 
Marin Catholic High School, 
and Pamela, 5, a kindergarten 
pupil at Larkspur-Corte Ma­ 
dera School. 
Yoell thinks his old songs 
have a chance for revival de­ 
spite the current rock ’n’ roll 
craze. 
“I don’t care for rock *n* roll 
myself,” he says, “but it’s here 
to stay—as long as the teen­ 
agers like it.”

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PLANNED MAKES PITCH 
Super-Government 
Urged For Bay Area 


A pitch for a Bay Area super- ¡ 
government was made at a 
meeting of planners in San 
Francisco yesterday to herald 
the publication of a new book. 
Urging such a government to 
t a c k l e numerous problems 
which transcend city and coun­ 
ty lines in the rapidly filling 
metropolitan 
area 
was Mel 
Scott, lecturer in city planning 
and head of city and regional 
planning extension of the Uni­ 
versity of California. He is au­ 
thor of “ The San Francisco 
Bay Area: A Metropolis in Per­ 
spective,” which the University 
of California Press placed on 
sale yesterday. 
Scott’s book, the product of 
six years’ work under a Colum­ 
bia Foundation grant, goes back 
to Don Gaspar de Portóla s ac­ 
cidental discovery of San Fran­ 
cisco Bay while looking for 
Drake’s Bay (Bahia de San 
Francisco) to show how the 
nine Bay Area counties have 
been both separated and linked 
throughout their modern his­ 
tory by the body of water they 
surround. 
The bulky volume of 309 
large pages plus notes traces 
the history of the area down to 
date—together with the many 
and usually futile attempts at 
planning made by its cities and 
counties—to wind up advocat­ 
ing planning on a regional lev 
el. 
Scott reinforced his conclu­ 
sions verbally at yesterday’s 
conference of planners. 
“ We are ’way behind the 
times in solving our area-wide 
problems,” Scott said. “ We do 
not have years and years to 
daily and debate. We have at 
most a single decade, the com 
ing decade, in which to make 
decisions that w ill determine 
the whole course of develop­ 
ment in this area for another 
half century or longer.” 
Scott pointed out there are 
850 separate political jurisdic­ 
tions in the 6,500 square miles 
of the Bay Area. He insisted 
many 
of 
these 
should 
be 
merged. 


He proposed that city and 
county governments be contin­ 
ued but be limited in authority 
to strictly local problems. 
He urged wider participation 
in the newly formed Bay Area 
Metropolitan Council, an infor­ 
mal group of city and county 
planning officials. Scott said he 
regretted that one-third of the I 
cities in the Bay Area have not 
yet joined the council.

Of Who Is To Run Private Business 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — A 
repo rt o f the first mo nth’s ac­ 
tiv ities o f the new Fair Em­ 
plo y ment Practices Co mmis­ 
sio n o nce ag ain bring s u p the 
qu estio n o f who is g o ing to 
ru n priv ate bu siness in Cali­ 
fo rnia. 
The co mmissio n's first case, 
the repo rt say s, was a “su ccess 
sto ry .” It restu lted fro m a 
co mplaint filed by a Neg ro ap­ 
plicant fo r a po sitio n as au to ­ 
mo bile salesman in a San 
Francisco Bay Area new car 
sales ag ency . 


THE COMPLAINANT to ld 
the co mmissio n the co mpany 
said he was qu alified fo r the 
w'o rk , bu t wo uld hav e to wo rk 
as 
an 
“o u tside” 
salesman, 
rather than “o n the flo o r.” 
The case was clo sed witho u t 
hearing when the sales mana­ 
g er o f the au to mo bile co ncern 
k nu ck led u nder to the pro v i­ 
sio n o f the new’ state law’ and 
ag reed to hire the Neg ro ap­ 
plicant, who meanwhile had 
f o u n d 
o ther 
emplo y ment 
which he to ld the co mmissio n 
was “mo re desirable.” 


THE INCIDENT, apparently 
was clo sed to the satisfactio n 
o f ev ery o ne co ncerned. The 
car sales ag ency did no t hire 
the applicant, 
the applicant 
o btained what he said was a 
better jo b, and the Fair Em­ 
plo y ment Practices Div isio n 
o f the state Department o f In­ 
du strial Relatio ns hailed the 
situ atio n as a g reat “su ccess” 
sto ry in the administratio n o f 
fair emplo y ment practices. 
The fu ndamental qu estio n 
reso lv ed, apparently , was that 
Califo rnia bu sinessmen do no t 
hav e a rig ht to hire who m 
they cho o se. 
It mu st, therefo re, be co n­ 
clu ded that the g o v ernment o f 
Califo rnia, u nder the Bro wn 
administratio n, is in the po si­ 
tio n o f dictating to bu siness in 
this state who m it shall hire, 
and who m it shall no t hire. 


OF COURSE, this is being 
do ne with the sanctio n o f the 
Califo rnia Leg islatu re, which 
enacted the new FEPC law 
du ring 
the 
19 59 
sessio n. 
Whether it is co nstitu tio nal o r 
no t has no t as y et been de­ 
termined in this state. Fro m 
a ll indica tio ns, there is no 


case befo re the co u rt which 
wo u ld settle the co nstitu tio nal 
qu estio n o f g o v ernment in 
bu siness o nce and fo r all. 
In enacting the leg islatio n, 
the Leg islatu re felt it was re­ 
mo v ing the bars ag ainst dis­ 
criminatio n in hiring becau se 
o f race, co lo r, o r creed. WThat 
it actu ally acco mplished, ho w­ 
ev er. was the impo sitio n o f a 
bar ag ainst the inherent rig ht 
o f an emplo y er to hire what­ 
ev er help he mig ht cho o se to 
hire. 


THUS, while attempting to 
remo v e discriminatio n o n the 
o ne side, the Leg islatu re set 
u p discriminatio n o n the o th­ 
er. In the o pinio n o f many 
peo ple, it deliberately switch­ 
ed pro tectio ns g u aranteed by 
the co nstitu tio n o f the state 
fro m o ne class o f peo ple to 
o thers. 
And in additio n, the Leg is­ 
latu re set the stag e fo r the 
creatio n 
o f 
ano ther 
larg e 
state bu reau cracy . 
Already , 
FEPC is o pening additio nal o f­ 
fices, and drafting specifica­ 
tio ns fo r additio nal emplo y ­ 
ees.. 
The pu blic can lo o k fo r 
mo re “su ccess” sto ries in the 
fu tu re to be issu ed by FEPC.

this mo st recent o ne. 
The time is lo ng o v erdu e 
fo r treating tro u bled peo ple 
with the dig nity to which they 
hav e a rig ht. We are no t g o ing 
to so lv e this pro blem by pu sh­ 
ing it aside and ho ping “it will 
g o aw’ay .” We can beg in to 
so lv e it by ack no wledg ing its 
ex istence and attack ing it v ig ­ 
o ro u sly and with intellig ence. 
Letters to o u r Marin Co u nty 
Bo ard o f Su perv iso rs ex press­ 
ing o u r eag erness and inter­ 
est in su ch a pro g ram seem 
v ery mu ch in o rder.

That the United States can­ 
no t and sho u ld no t be ex pect­ 
ed to meet this challeng e by 
itself, that the eco no mic co n­ 
test is no t between the So v iet 
Unio n and the U. S. bu t be­ 
tween the So v iet Unio n and 
all the indu strialized po wers 
o f the free wo rld. 


That the o nly way to win 
this co ntest is fo r the stro ng ­ 
er Western natio ns to do mo re 
to help the u nderdev elo ped 
co u ntries while the U. S. do es 
no t do less, and that the best 
means o f do ing it to g ether is 
a “rev ised and e x p a n de d 
NATO.” 


THE VIEWS which Spaak 
is adv ancing parallel clo sely 
the v iews which hav e been 
dev elo ping within the admin­ 
istratio n. The fu tu re co ntest 
with the So v iets, as Khru sh­ 
chev candidly remark ed o nly 
a few day s ag o , is g o ing to be 
“ru g g ed.” 


President Eisenho wer u r­ 
g ently believ es that Western 
aid to the u nderdev elo ped peo 
pies mu st be increased and 
that o u r no w pro spering allies 
sho u ld tak e u p their part o f 
the bu rden. That is g enerally 
accepted. 


What remains to be deter­ 
mined is w'hether the West­ 
ern riMio ns will set u p sepa­ 
rate aid pro g rams o r whether 


the W e s t e r n g o v ernments 
will act to g ether to co ncert 
their eco no mic pro g rams to 
acco mplish the g reatest g o o d 
where it is mo st needed. 


It is Spaak 's co nv ictio n that 
the West can co me o ut o n to p 
in this “ ru g g ed” co ntest w'ith 
the So v iets o nly if we act 
u nitedly . 


While Spaak sees the mili­ 
tary dang er as remaining u n­ 
til there are ag reements in 
su bstance, no t ju st o n pro ce­ 
du res, with the So v iets, he 
sees the lo o ming co ntest w'ith 
Mo sco w' primarily as eco no m­ 
ic, po litical, and ideo lo g ical. 
He arg u es that ju st as NATO 
came into being to meet the 
military 
dang er, 
it 
n o w 
sho u ld adapt itself to meet 
the eco no mic and po litical 
dang er. 


IT IS FOR T H I S reaso n 
that Spaak pro po ses a wider 
ro le g eo g raphically , po litical­ 
ly , and eco no mically fo r the 
alliance.

He 
su g g ests 
that 
NATO 
canno t meet the new' chal­ 
leng e if it co nfines itself o nly 
to Western Eu ro pe since the 
new challeng e is wo rldwide. 


There is 
no thing in the 
Spaak pro po sals which wo uld 
increase the NATO military 
co mmitments;.

Tiburón Putting Democracy 
To Work In Several Ways 


We're intrigued by the operation of 
democracy in Marin County. It seems 
that at some time or other most phases 
of our great system of government are 
brought into play. 
It is for that reason that the goings-on 
down Tiburón way are of great interest 
to not only all Marin, but all California 
as well. 
Next week there will be a special elec­ 
tion in the Tiburón Fire Protection Dis­ 
trict. It is a recall election attempting to 
unseat one member of the district com­ 
mission NOT because he is a bad com­ 
missioner, but because of the way he 
was appointed. 
Other members of the commission 
felt they were slighted because they 
were not consulted before the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors appointed 
Fred Mantegani to a vacancy. They have 
sparked the recall election, for which 
they will have to pay out of district 
funds. 
To explain what's going on to the vot­ 
ers. residents of the district have now 
reached back into political history and 
have organized another unusual event. 
They’ve given it the catchy title, “Town 
Hall On Recall.” 
This town hall meeting, scheduled to­ 
morrow evening, will present the situa­ 
tion as seen through the eyes of the 


Board of Supervisors (Supervisor Vera 
Schultz), the new commissioner (Mante­ 
gani himself) and a spokesman for the 
commission (Jon Stanton, chairman). 


With Julius Selinger, chairman of the 
Marin County Personnel Commission, as 
moderator, and Junior Statesmen from 
Tamalpais High School as monitors, 
each of the three speakers will be given 
10 minutes to explain the situation as he 
sees it. Then each will be allowed re­ 
buttal in connection with other speak­ 
ers' statements. Questions from the 
floor will follow and then a summation 
period. 


It should be a thorough review of 
what happened and why. 
This is the type of democracy in ac­ 
tion we like to see. Whether or not we 
feel the recall procedure was intended 
for such a purpose, we feel those pro­ 
moting it have every right to do so un­ 
der existing law. 
We also feel that the public should be 
given every opportunity to understand 
the situation, and the town hall device 
certainly seems well designed for that 
purpose. 
We hope many, many Tiburón resi­ 
dents turn out for the town hall. 
We, 
certainly, will be watching it with inter­ 
est.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — A 
report of the first month’s ac­ 
tivities of the new Fair Em­ 
ployment Practices Commis­ 
sion once again brings up the 
question of who is going to 
run private business in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The commission’s first case, 
the report says, was a “success 
story.” It restulted from a 
complaint filed by a Negro ap­ 
plicant for a position as auto­ 
mobile salesman in a San 
Francisco Bay Area new car 
sales agency. 


THE COMPLAINANT told 
the commission the company 
said he was qualified for the 
work, but would have to work 
as an 
“outside” 
salesman, 
rather than “on the floor.” 
The case was dosed without 
hearing when the sales mana­ 
ger of the automobile concern 
knuckled under to the provi­ 
sion of the new state law and 
agreed to hire the Negro ap­ 
plicant. who meanwhile had 
f o u n d, 
other employment 
which he told the commission 
was “more desirable.” 


THE INCIDENT, apparently 
was closed to the satisfaction 
of everyone concerned. The 
car sales agency did not hire 
the applicant, 
the applicant 
obtained what he said was a. 
better job, and the Fair Em­ 
ployment Practices Division 
of the state Department of In­ 
dustrial Relations hailed the 
situation as a great “success” 
story in the administration of 
fair employment practices. 
The fundamental question 
resolved, apparently, was that 
California businessmen do not 
have a right to hire whom 
they choose. 
It must, therefore, be con­ 
cluded that the government of 
California, under the Brown 
administration, is in the posi­ 
tion of dictating to business in 
this state whom it shall hire, 
and whom it shall not hire. 


OF COURSE, this is being 
done with the sanction of the 
California Legislature, which 
enacted the new FEPC law 
during 
the 
1959 
session. 
Whether it is constitutional or 
not has not as yet been de­ 
termined in this state. From 
ill indications, there is no 


case before the court which 
would settle the constitutional 
question of government in 
business once and, for all. 
In enacting the legislation, 
the Legislature felt it was re­ 
moving the bars against dis­ 
crimination in hiring because 
of race, color, or creed. What 
it actually accomplished, how­ 
ever. was the imposition of a 
bar against the inherent right 
of an employer to hire what­ 
ever help he might choose to 
hire. 


THUS, while attempting to 
remove discrimination on the 
one side, the Legislature set 
up discrimination on the oth­ 
er. In the opinion of many 
people, it deliberately switch­ 
ed protections guaranteed by 
the constitution of the state 
from one class of 'people to 
others. 
And in addition, the Legis­ 
lature set the stage for the 
creation 
of 
another 
large 
state bureaucracy. 
Already, 
FEPC is opening additional of­ 
fices, and drafting specifica­ 
tions for additional employ­ 
ees.. 
The public can look for 
more “success” stories in the 
future to be issued by FEPC. 


reimbursement. 
Early detection and treat­ 
ment of emotional i l l n e s s 
could, mean, less juvenile de* 
linquincy, less hospitalization, 
and fewer tragedies such as 
this most recent one.

There is nothing in the 
Spaak proposals w*hich would 
increase the NATO military 
commitments.

The proposal was submitted 
to the seven-nation Western 
European Union Assembly by 
its deferise and armaments 
commission. It was the center 
of debate in today’s second day 
of the assembly. 
FORCE N EED ED 
The project, outlined on be­ 
half of the committee by Brit­ 
ish Laborite Fred Mulley, said, 
the new force was necessary to 
ensure a concerted response b* 
the nations of Europe to any 
Soviet attack aimed at Europe 
itself. 
The committee report said 
the plan was based on the prin­ 
ciple that “the American stra­ 
tegic nuclear guarantee has lost 
its former value” and that the 
United States could not be ex­ 
pected to risk nuclear reprisals 
against itself by coming to the 
aid of Europe in the event of 
a localized attack on the conti­ 
nent. 
MAIN PA R T 
The main part of the com­ 
mittee’s proposition, was “the 
creation of a. European .strate­ 
gic nuclear force aimed at pre­ 
venting strategic aggressions 
against Western Europe and 
associated with the American 
Strategic Air Command.” 
Committee spokesman Mul­ 
ley pointed out that Britain was 
the only European country 
which now could provide the 
basic materials for the Euro­ 
pean pool.

Routine police patrols took 
over yesterday from the troops 
who had lined the border since 
Saturday, when rioters tried to 
invade the U. S.-administered 
zone. 
Panama City and its suburbs 
were still off limits to Ameri­ 
cans from the zone as a pre­ 
cautionary measure, but there 
was no restriction on U.S. visits 
to Colon and other Panaman­ 
ian communities. 
Panamanian troops broke up 
the Saturday night mobs.

About 150 rioters, most of 
them were unruly teen-agers, 
were arrested during the out­ 
break, but most of them, were 
believed to have been released 
since. 
The Saturday night disorders 
were the second instance of 
anti-American violence here in 
less than a month. A previous 
mob attack occurred Nov. 3, 
the 56th anniversary of' the 
revolution that freed Panama 
from Colombia. 
U. S. authorities here praised 
Panamanian troops for their 


firm action against Saturday's 
rioters. There had been com­ 
plaints that Panamanian au­ 
thorities were deliberately neg­ 
ligent during the earlier out­ 
break.

Hoyt called the date of the 
Sputnik launching. Oct. 4. 1957, 
“one of the most important in 
American history.”

“On that date we became a 
second rate nation.” he said. 
“We have successfully main­ 
tained that status since.” 
Hoyt noted that there was a. 
great, outcry in America after 
the Sputnik launching for an 
all-out 
effort 
in 
education, 
particularly for the education, 
of scientists. 
But he said the reaction of 
the nation’s leaders to the 
event, their failure to under­ 
stand fully its consquences, 
showed that we needed to im­ 
prove our production of more 
than just scientists. 


OTHERS NEEDED 
“We not only need to edu­ 
cate scientists.” said Hoyt, “but 
also all-around men and wom­ 
en who understand 
enough 
about science and the humani­ 
ties as well to provide the lead­ 
ership and judgment that may 
prove more important to a na­ 
tion in peril than either bombs 
or satellites.” 


Hoyt criticized the lack of 
Washington leadership,, blam­ 
ing this on the failure to meet 
the educational challenge ade­ 
quately.

ed. what price fixing power it

to 
private 
individuals, 
namely liquor distributors. 
Yesterday's majority opinion, 
written by Chief Justice Phil 
Gibson, said the state “has par­ 
ticularly wide powers” with 
respect to the sale of alcoholic 
beverages.

The University of California,

Hopps Denies 


Link With 
Tangier Firm 


Insurance adviser Stewart B. 
Hopps of Belvedere said yester­ 
day his only connection with a 
Moroccan firm under investi­ 
gation by the New York attor­ 
ney general was as a $25,000- 
a-year adviser—a post he re­ 
signed in 1958. 
He has been described by 
Atty. Gen. Louis L. Lefkowitz 
as the “masterful planner” of 
a “nationwide fraud” jeopar­ 
dizing more than 100 million 
dollars in savings deposits. 
UNDER INVESTIGATION 
The International Guaranty 
and Insurance Co. of Tangier 
and its relations with eight sav­ 
ings and loan associations in 
the United States and under in­ 
vestigation by Lefkowitz. He 
will question Hopps and 45 
other persons beginning Jan. 
13 under a court order ob­ 
tained last week. 
“I am not now and never 
have been a stockholder, offi­ 
cer, director or trustee” of In­ 
ternational Guaranty, Hopps 
said in a statement mailed to 
the Independent-Journal from 
New York. 
“The company asked me to 
give advice on its U.S. affairs 
and in 1957 I agreed to accept 
such employment for a $25,000 
annual retainer. “My most im­ 
portant advice was that a trust 
fund be established for the ad­ 
ditional protection, of American 
policyholders,” 
FUNDS ENDANGERED 
Lefkowitz said that the eight 
savings and loan associations 
were endangering their deposi­ 
tors' funds by not insuring 
with an agency of the U.S. gov­ 
ernment. 
The associations named are 
in Idaho, Washington, Mary­ 
land and Illinois. Instead of in­ 
suring with the federal govern­ 
ment, they had placed their in­ 
surance with the Moroccan 
firm, Lefkowitz said. 
Hopps denied that the firm 
has failed. He said the Califor­ 
nia Insurance Department and 
a California superior court that 
had seized International Guar­ 
anty’s assets had “acknowl­ 
edged International to be sol­ 
vent and . , . returned over one 
million dollars in assets.”

Safe New School Rises 


At Fire Tragedy Site 


CHICAGO (UPI)—“The safest 
school in the city” was being 
built today at Our Lady of the 
Angels Parish, where fire kill­ 
ed 92 youngsters and three 
nuns one year ago. 
Meticulously, .almost piously,, 
workmen erected the rein­ 
forced concrete and steel gird­ 
ers for the new, $1,250,0TO, 33- 
room Roman Catholic parochial 
school. 
Architect James Barry called 
it “the safest school in the 
city.” There was to be fireproof 
tile flooring and panic doors 
and co-ordinated alarms—and 
an eternal memory. 
It only was minutes before 
afternoon dismissal that cold 
Dec. 1 last year when choking, 
black s m o k e and lapping 
flames suddenly engulfed the 
old, three-story p a r o c h i a l 
school. 
Almost immediately, firemen 
arrived but even in that short 
time panicked children, some 
with clothes afire, had started 
jumping from windows. Others 
sat trapped at their desks by 
the suffocating roof-tar filled 
smoke. The few who groped, to 
windows were dead 'before fire­ 
men, could reach them. 
A shocked nation mourned 
the dead — and took a hasty 
look at all its schools.

53.000 U. S. school buildings 
have made fire-prevention im­ 
provements, the National Fire 
Protection Assn. said. 
The association, a non-profit 
fire safety organization, warn' 
ed, however, that 18 million 
youngsters still, were “being ex­ 
posed, to needless fire hazards.” 
‘There has been, some im­ 
provement, though,” the asso­ 
ciation said. ‘There now are 4,- 
500.000 American school chil­ 
dren whose lives are better 
protected against fire than at 
this time last year and another 
9.700.000 youngsters are at­ 
tending schools where at least 
some fire hazards have been re­ 
duced.” 
Officially, the Our Lady fire 
still is “of undetermined ori­ 
gin.” 
There had been talk, shortly 
after the tragedy, of a boiler 
explosion. Then attention shift­ 
ed to rubbish left under stair­ 
wells and maybe an eighth 
grade boy trying to sneak a 
smoke. 
Finally, there were 
rumors of arson. All were dis­ 
carded. 
“There’s not much mention­ 
ed about the fire, now,” Mrs. 
John, GorsM, who lives down 
the block from the school, said. 
“1 feel it was God’s will. If it 
did happen, there’s nothing 
you can do.”

SACRAMENTO UP — The 
boards which run California's 
two big systems of higher ed­ 
ucation met together for the 
first time in history just this 
year. 
The meeting was followed by 
two more as the state Board of 
Education and the University 
of California Board of Regents 
worked to cope with multiply­ 
ing problems facing the col­ 
leges. 
The two boards meet jointly 
again next week, following a 
meeting of their liaison com­ 
mittee, to' act. on. proposals for 
a master plan for higher 'edu­ 
cation. 
Time is running out, for Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown and the Leg­ 
islature have called for a draft 
of the plan by the time the law­ 
makers convene in February. 
At stake is the future 
course and availability of 
higher education in the na­ 
tion’s fastest growing state. 
At issue are the problems of 
who should teach what, who 
should do the research, who 
will get new campuses to meet 
the burgeoning enrollments. 
Behind is a series of at 
tempts to coordinate higher ed­ 
ucation that stretches back to 
1919, often cordial, seldom con­ 
clusive. 
The University of California, 
established in 1868, tradition­ 
ally has been, the center for re­ 
search and advanced, graduate 
study, providing training for 
the professions such as medi­ 
cine and law, and expanding 
the frontiers of basic knowl­ 
edge through research. 
Its board of regents has 
come to be almost a separate 
government, r u n n i n g a 
sprawling empire scattered 
over eight campuses, employ­ 
ing 19,000, enrolling 45,000. 
The state colleges, started as 
normal schools in San Fran­ 
cisco in 1862, for years were 
considered solely teacher train­ 
ing colleges. Now there are 14 
campuses, with big enrollments 
in the liberal arts, engineering 
and special fields. 
They’re governed by the 
state Board, of Education and 
supervised by the state Depart­ 
ment of Education. 
Frequently, the courses of 
the university and the state col­ 
leges overlap. Often this has 


led to quarrels, such as ones in 
which the university fought en­ 
gineering training and grad­ 
uate degrees at the colleges. 
The junior colleges, start­ 
ed in 1910, are supported 
primarily by their home dis­ 
tricts and governed exclu­ 
sively by home rule. 
They offer 
technical-voca- 
tional courses which require 
only two years plus lower di­ 
vision work for those who plan 
to go on to a four-year school. 
Attempts to coordinate high­ 
er education in California date 
from 191.9, when the 'Legisla­ 
ture ordered an, overall study, 
A 1929 legislative act provid­ 
ed a. two-'volume report on edu­ 
cation but it dealt primarily 
with the lower schools. 
The Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching 
made a study in 1931. One of 
47 recommendations was for a 
state Council on Educational 
Planning and Coordination. 
The council was set up In 
1933 and wrestled with the 
problem until 1940. 
The present liaison commit­ 
tee has, been working since 
1945, when the two systems be­ 
gan working together.
